Glens Falls, N. Y., Feb. 22 —(JP) 


— Fire raced through the four- 
story 100-room Towers hotel early 
today. Nine persons were injured 
and two were missing. 


The fire, of undetermined origin, 


broke out about 5 a.m. (EST) and 
within a few moments enveloped 
the brick structure in the center of 
the city, 50 miles north of Albany. 


There were 45 registered guests. 


Many of them 
leaped from the 


windows of their rooms. At least 
18 were carried down ladders to 
safety by firemen. Others made 
their way to the street unassisted. 


Police and firemen said they had 


accounted for 43 of the 45 guests. 


One of the guests, James E. Keat- 


ing, 
36, of Latham, N. Y., a rug 


salesman, said: 


"I never saw anything go so fast 


in my life. The whole building was 
enveloped in five minutes." 


Keating was asleep in a room 


on the second floor rear. 


Within minutes several persons 


were leaning out windows of the 
hotel shouting "fire" and calling 
for help. 


Others jumped from windows to 


the snow-covered ground.

Washington, Feb. 2 — (fP) — Con- 


sumer prices declined .3 per cent 
during 1949 and at the start of this 
year were four per 
cent 
under 


their postwar peak,' the commerce 
department reported today. 


While food prices had 
fallen 


farthest from their crest, they con- 
tinued to be 'high in relation to 
those for other commodities when 
compared with the prewar situa- 
tion in either 1939 or 198," 
the 


department said. 


Clothing prices to the consumer 


took the biggest proportional de- 
cline, 7.3 per cent, in 1949, bu twere 
off only 7.8 per cent from their 
postwax., highs, by depar^me,n^ cal- 
culation.

in the hearts of his countrymen? 


George 
Washington would be 


pleased to learn that to many ho 
is still first in American hearts de- 
spite the tarnish of the years. 


But the big, rawboned plantcr- 


general-president might get a wry 
chuckle or two out of the tricks 
time has played with his reputation 
since the days when the 
nation's 


motto was, "let George do it." 


To get a cross-section of present- 


day opinion, polled at a gallop, I 
asked a number of people of dif 
fcrent occupations and ages: 


I. What docs George Washington 


mean to you? 
2. What one word sums him 
up 


best? 


3 How do you rank him among 


the great men of American his- 
tory? And here are 
typical an- 


sers: 


An elderly librarian: 
"George Washington is in a class 


by himself. He has to be first in 
our hearts because he founded oui 
nation and taught us loyalty to the 
United States. He liked his rum 
and he liked the ladies, but he was. 
a splendicd leader. In one word— 
imcomparable." 


A young girl clerk: 
"He must have been 
a 
great 


man, 
and it certainly would be an 


honor to meet him. But really 
don't have an opinion about him 
All I know is it's a holiday — and 
I'm off." 


A middle-aged telegrapher: 
"Washington was a great man ii 


his time, but I don't think he coulc 
cope with the situation today. 
have no feeling of security for mj 


Above all he was courageous. I 
don't have "a very clear picture of 
him, but — as far as I know— I 
admire him more than 
London. 


An accountant: 
"To me he is a symbol of what 
very American should be — not 
>nly as a patriot, but as a human! 
arin, family man and one who 
ould stand up for what he thought 
'as right. In one word? American, 
He started something that 
has 


urvived — at least until now." 
A corporation treasurer: 
"Too many people forget that 


Washington could have 
benefited 


ust as much, probably more, as a 
colonial under the British govern- 
ment. It wasn't necessary for him 
o do what he did. He was an ideal- 
st. But I wouldn't classify him ei- 
:her 
as great or very personable. 


:'d rank him below Chief Justice 
John Marshall or Theodore Roose- 
velt, my boyhood hero."
